Your
comfort en tho march depends very largely
on the caroe and judgment used In getting
ready, All your squipment has been so de-
signad that it need not Interfere with the
fren movement of your arms and lega, Your
pack should be strapped to your bmek In
puch & way that you ean stand erect and
breathe freely. Thers should be no preasure
on any of the soft parta of ths body. You
will march most ocaally if you keep your
body erect and do not permit yourself to
slouch or sway frorg aide to side,

When the command s given to halt and
fall out for n fow minutas leosen your pack
and rest bask on it In a sitting and
position. If possible, lle with your feet
higher than the head, o0 aa to let the blood
flaw out of the legs Into the body and rem
your heart, During tho first few halts you
mny not feel tired, Lut rest as completely
Al you can anyway. Look forward to the
ond of the march and try to handle yourself
so that you will ba strong and fresh at thea
finiah,

At the firat halt it is well to readjust the
paok or any part of the equipmeant not en-
tirely comfortable. If your ahoea or leg-
ginga are Iaced too tightly, this |s the time
to loosen them.

A cheerful attitude i{s ons of tha best
alds to a soldler on a trying march. Bing-
ing and whistling on the march is usually
not only allowed but encouraged. They
help wonderfully to make the long road
seem shorter,

Theso are all very simple rules, but none
the lsua Important, Keep them !n mind,
Some men never learn except from thair
own hard experience; but I ls expectsd of
the men in the Natlonal Army that they
will have the good sense to mee the value
of thase suggestions and to applypthem from
the very beginnipg.
